I death, was given by Dr. P. R. Scal- 
lm, his physician, as coronary hyper - 
j tension, the heart disease from which 
Senator Norbeck had suffered for 
five years. 
His death ended a political career 
that began with his election to the 
j state senate in 1908. 
He served six 
years in that body, then was elect­ 
ed lieutenant governor, and became 
governor of the state in 1916.

was the first native-born South Da­ 
kotan to become chief executive and 
United States senator of that state.
